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The  Lester  and  Miehael  Lester  Wendt  Character  Initiative  was  established  in  March  2004  at  the  University 
of  Dubuque.  Funding  for  the  Wendt  Initiative  is  provided  by  the  son  and  daughter-in-law  of  the  late  Lester 
Wendt  and  the  parents  of  Michael  Lester  Wendt.  The  donors  wish  to  use  their  funding  towards  students  who 
show  the  same  principles  of  living  and  working  exemplified  by  Lester  and  Michael. 

These  principles  are  consistent  with  UD's  own  Mission,  Values,  and  Reformed  Christian  heritage.  Both  UD 
and  the  Wendt  Initiative  have  a similar  goal  to  enhance  character  formation  through  the  campus  in  a manner 
that  enhances  a shared  culture  of  character  that  embraces  the  virtues  of  truthfulness,  honesty,  fairness,  and  the 
Golden  Rule. 

The  symbol  of  the  Wendt  Character  Initiative,  the  acorn  and  the  oak,  were  chosen  because  of  an  old  English 
proverb,  "Great  oaks  from  acorns  grow.”  This  proverb  represents  the  potential  that  is  believed  to  be  embodied 
in  everyone  who  studies,  learns,  and  works  under  UD's  care.  Every  person  has  the  possibility  to  grow, 
develop,  and  mature  into  a person  of  strong  and  enduring  character  rooted  in  the  values  of  UD  and  the  Wendt 
Initiative.  Growing  from  an  acorn,  the  oak  is  a universal  symbol  of  patience,  strength,  and  endurance.  It  is  also 
the  national  tree  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Henry  Pitman,  Director  of  Wendt  Center  for  Character  Education,  says  that  the  Wendt  Center  is  “more 
concerned  about  who  you  are  and  who  you  are  becoming  whereas  instructors  normally  are  interested  in  what 
you  know.  We  are  not  as  much  concerned  with  your  head  as  your  heart.” 

This  year,  the  Wendt  Center  was  involved  in  several  different  activities  around  UD.  One  of  them  was  a 
training  session  of  mediation  during  the  fall  semester.  The  training  session  focused  on  conflict  management 
and  drove  home  the  point  that  there  are  no  winners  and  no  losers  when  managing  conflicts,  but  there  is  unity. 
During  the  spring  semester,  Wendt  hosted  an  activity  called  Leaders  of  Character  and  Character  of  Leaders. 
Those  involved  with  this  activity  made  four  different  trips  to  Cedar  Rapids  where  they  helped  with  flood  relief 
efforts. 

The  Wendt  Center  also  hosted  the  Dubuque  Area  Youth  Leadership  Council.  The  Council  included  100 
high  school  juniors  that  are  interested  in  leadership.  They  come  on  campus  and  learn  about  the  Wendt  Center 
and  what  they  can  do  to  be  better  leaders  for  their  community.  While  the  high  school  students  were  here,  UD 
held  a Character  Day  for  them  where  Wendt  Scholars  and  Student  Ambassadors  helped  with  morning  and 
afternoon  activities  for  them. 

Also,  this  year,  the  Wendt  Center  was  involved  in  a grant  program  where  faculty  and  student  groups 
applied  for  funds  for  activities  that  involve  canning  the  Wendt  values  forward.  There  were  around  40 
applications  with  20  of  them  being  funded.  Dr.  Pitman  says  the  groups  that  were  picked  to  be  funded  “made 
sense  and  can  be  identified  to  character  culture  and  encourage  understanding  or  insight.” 

Some  of  these  groups  were  the  Memphis  trip  for  the  Music  and  Counterculture  in  the  1960’s  class,  a trip  to 
the  Underground  Railroad  Museum,  the  English  trip  to  the  American  Player’s  theatre  in  Spring  Green, 
Wisconsin,  helped  with  different  awards  for  intramurals,  and  brought  speakers  into  classrooms.  The  Wendt 
Center  also  made  it  possible  for  Parker  Palmer  to  speak  at  UD  during  the  Wendt  Lecture.  Palmer  even  stayed 
after  his  speech  to  meet  with  faculty  and  student  groups. 

Next  year,  the  Wendt  Center  wants  to  start  a structured  program  of  encouragement  where  they  are  looking 
for  ways  the  community  can  encourage  each  other  better.  This  program  is  not  the  kind  of  program  where  they 
hold  meetings  but  discover  how  the  place  someone  is  in  became  a place  they  want  to  be  in.  Also,  they  want  to 
expand  the  amount  of  Wendt  scholars  from  around  50  to  around  70.  The  number  of  qualified  students  are 
increasing  and  according  to  Dr.  Pitman,  “We  don't  like  leaving  people  out  who  are  qualified  and  want  in.” 
Euture  goals  of  the  Wendt  center  are  to  make  a bigger  impact,  but  still  have  room  to  grow.  “We  want  to  be 
more  visible  in  encouraging  the  campus  in  having  a shared  culture  in  character.  Wendt  scholars  want  this  place 
to  continue  to  grow  and  increase  the  sense  that  his  is  a good  place  to  be.  It  can  grow  and  be  safe,”  added  Dr. 
Pitman.

The  Opening  Convocation  Ceremony,  which 
celebrated  its  158th  year,  honored  our  tradition,  the 
diversity  of  our  community  and  the  pursuit  ol' 
academic  success.  The  speaker  at  the  ceremony. 
President  Jeffrey  Bullock,  showcased  this  tradition 
when  he  compared  what  was  going  on  in  the  world 
today  to  Ezekiel  37:1-14. 

Ezekiel  lived  during  the  time  when  death  and 
destruction  was  prevalent.  The  temple  was  destroyed 
and  the  people  displaced.  God  told  Ezekiel  that  He  had 
plans  for  the  future  for  everyone,  but  wanted  everyone 
to  know  that  he  is  not  a God  of  death  and  destruction. 
He  then  told  Ezekiel  to  give  the  people  hope  which 
Ezekiel  did.  Slowly,  the  people’s  hopes  and  dreams 
started  to  come  back  to  life. 

Breitbach’s  restaurant  was  in  the  same  sort  of 
despair.  Several  years  ago,  it  burnt  down.  The  family 
rebuilt  it  only  to  have  it  burn  down  again  last  year. 

The  family  was  reluctant  to  rebuild,  but  the 
community  banded  together  and  rebuilt  the  restaurant 
once  again.  The  structure  slowly  rose  and  was  brought 
back  to  life. 

In  recent  years,  the  rest  of  Iowa  has  seen  the 
devastating  effects  of  an  E5  tornado  in  Parkersburg 
and  major  flooding  in  cities  like  Cedar  Rapids.  Instead 
of  giving  up,  they  slowly  rebuilt  themselves  and  even 
though  there  are  still  many  destroyed  homes,  no  one  is 
giving  up  hope.  Bullock  used  these  examples  to 
illustrate  that  he  knows  at  some  point  in  our  lives,  we 
all  have  dealt  with  hardship  and  destruction,  some  of 
us  even  at  this  moment. 

The  faith  tradition  that  has  helped  birth  this 
university  is  grounded  by  “a  conviction  and  belief  that 
God  does  not  make  junk.  Every  person  is  special  and 
an  incomplete  work  that  possesses  the  capacity  to  be 
what  God  created  them  to  be,”  according  to  Bullock. 

He  emphasized  that  the  tradition  of  how  UD  helps 
its  students  is  not  by  determining  the  success  of  the 
student  body  coming  in,  but  the  success  of  the  student 
body  going  out.  “We  believe  in  the  God  of  life  and 
what  one  becomes  when  their  gifts  and  commitments 
are  recognized,”  said  Bullock.  He  should  know 
because  he  didn't  recognize  his  own  gift  to  contribute 
to  UD.  “I  didn’t  send  my  application  at  first  because  I 
didn’t  think  they  would  hire  me.  Then,  the  Mariners 
won  the  pennant.  And  I figured  if  the  Mariners  could 
do  that,  then  anything  is  possible.”

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Every  fall  semester,  the  Music  & Counterculture  of 
the  1960's  class  is  co-taught  by  Charles  Barland,  head  of 
the  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department,  and  Cal 
Coquillette,  Professor  of  History.

On  March  6,  2010,  52  members  of  the  UD  community  traveled  to  Italy  to  explore  the  many  things  the 
country  is  known  for  such  as  the  food,  architecture,  art.  and  music.  This  trip  was  part  of  the  “Art  & Culture” 
series  headed  by  Alan  Garfield  each  semester  with  this  one  being  co-directed  by  Chuck  Barland. 

The  first  half  of  the  trip  was  in  Florence  (Firenze),  where  the  students  explored  many  sites  and  artworks. 
They  visited  il  Duomo.  They  also  toured  two  famous  churches:  Santa  Maria  Novella  and  Santa  Croce  (Holy 
Cross). 

On  March  9,  the  majority  of  the  group  took  a day  trip  to  Pisa  to  see  the  famous  leaning  tower.  Then,  with 
much  thanks  to  Mrs.  Dunlap,  they  were  able  to  see  an  adaptation  of  the  opera  La  Boheme  later  that  evening.

Buddy’s  band,  “The 
Crickets,”  was  played  by  Bradley  Tigges  as  Jerry  Allison 
on  drums  and  Travis  Cooper  as  Joe  Mauldin  on  stand  up 
and  electric  bass.  Josh  Berkley  joined  the  band  on  guitar 
as  Tommy  Allsup,  the  “Fourth  Cricket.”  These  four 
shook  the  walls  with  the  bee-bop,  sock-hop,  rock-'n'-roll 
rhythms  of  Holly  classics  like,  “Peggy  Sue,”  “Rave  On,”

The  2010  Commencement  sent  off  the  graduating  class  in  the  Chlapaty  Recreation  and 
Wellness  Center  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  The  ceremony  began  at  12:50  p.m.  when 
the  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  led  a procession  through  the  Stoltz-Myers  Plaza, 
down  Grace  Street,  crossing  to  McCormick  Street,  to  the  North  Entrance  of  the  Chlapaty 
Recreation  and  Wellness  Center.

Doctor  John  Stewart  delivered  a powerful  message  in  his  address  titled  Gratitude  and 
Civility’.  He  told  the  graduating  class  about  how  to  live  their  lives  admirably  following 
college.  Addtionally,  he  encouraged  all  of  the  students  to  remember  what  it  means  to  come 
from  a school  such  as  the  University  of  Dubuque  that  teaches  Judeo  Christian  principles.

Annually,  on 
April  1,  The  fie'/Zrovver  produces  a tabloid  known  as 
The  Pickle.  This  tabloid  provides  a laugh  with  its 
amusing  stories,  humorous  classifieds,  and  unusual 
horoscopes.

Football 


The  Spartan  football  program 
began  Oct.  2 in  1909  with  professor 
Benson  as  the  coach  of  that  first 
official  season.  This  fall  marked  the 
100th  anniversary  and  began  with  a 
new  coaching  staff  at  the  helm. 

The  football  season  saw 
astronomical  success  with  the  help 
of  transfer,  junior  Michael  Zweifel. 
Zweifel  caught  1 1 1 passes  for 
1,522  yards  with  15  of  them  being 
touchdowns.  Zweifel  led  the 
conference  in  receptions  and 
receiving  yards. 

Senior  Colton  Hansen  lead  the 
conference  in  touchdowns  (24)  and 
passing  yards  (2,704),  while 
throwing  just  12  interceptions. 
Leading  the  Spartan  defense  was 
freshman  Trevor  Runkle  with  61 
tackles,  closely  followed  by  junior 
Jajuan  Burton  with  57.  Sophomore 
Justin  Spaulding  rushed  for  932 
yards  with  198  carries  resulting  in 
eight  touchdowns. 

The  season  ended  with  a final 
victory  against  Buena  Vista 
University  on  Nov.  14,  capping  the 
Spartans  season  with  five  wins  and 
five  losses.  Under  the  leadership  of 
Head  Coach  Stan  Zweifel,  UD 
finished  with  its  third  highest  finish 
since  1987  giving  all  Spartan  fans  a 
vision  of  the  bright  future  and  more 
successful  seasons  to  come  under 
the  new  leadership.

The  women’s  soccer  team  had  an  outstanding  2009  season  and  earned  their  first  Iowa  conference 
Tournament  title  without  a single  senior  on  the  roster.  They  finished  the  season  with  a 15-5-1  overall  record 
and  6-2  in  the  conference,  which  qualified  UD  to  play  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  Regional  Championships. 

During  the  season,  the  Spartans  used  the  offense  to  their  advantage  and  outscored  the  opponent  by  55-17. 
Junior  Sara  Fassbinder  scored  1 1 goals  and  earned  2009  Iowa  Conference  Most  Valuable  Player  award  while 
junior  Ashley  Hamilton  scored  10  goals.  Fellow  junior  Chelsea  Kittleson  scored  seven  despite  being 
hampered  with  an  injury  early  in  the  2009  season.  Kittleson  ended  up  earning  an  Iowa  Conference  player  of 
the  week  honor.

Conference)  and  goalkeeper  Natalie  Baker  (Second  Team  All  Conference)  and  finished  the  year  with  seven 
shutouts. 

One  notable  game  in  2009  was  back-to-back  victories  against  rival  Loras  College.  They  played  a 
phenomenal  game  that  went  into  overtime  forcing  a classical  shootout  in  the  first  round  of  the  Iowa 
conference  tournament.  After  the  Spartans  won,  they  advanced  to  play  the  Simpson  College  Storm  for  the 
championship.  UD  came  out  on  top  with  a 1-0  shoot  out  win  and  the  automatic  berth  into  their  first  regional 
NCAA  tournament  game  against  Concordia-Moorhead  Cobbers  in  St. Paul,  Minnesota.  The  Spartans  came  up 
short  with  a 2-0  loss  to  end  the  Spartans  run  in  the  NCAA  tournament.  Overall,  the  young  team  was  very 
competitive  and  most  of  the  team  will  be  returning  next  year  to  give  another  great  run. 

The  Spartans  coaching  staff  also  deserves  credit  for  laying  a strong  foundation  through  the  years.  Coach 
Jason  Berna  was  awarded  coach  of  the  Year  for  the  2009  Iowa  conference  season,  his  second  of  his  career. 
Joining  Berna  in  his  ninth  season  was  new  assistant  Kelly  Tairant.  Tarrant,  who  played  at  the  University  of 
Southern  Alabama  as  well  as  in  the  W league  in  Canada,  instilled  knowledge,  experience,  and  a winning 
attitude  to  the  team. 
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The  2009-2010  Men’s  Golf  team  under  the  direction  of  legendary 
coach  Jon  Davidson,  played  nearly  20  dates  on  some  of  the  best  courses  in 
the  Midwest. 

The  team  included  eight  members  with  only  one  upperclassman;  junior 
Jared  Wessen.  The  team  also  included  two  sophomores  Kirk  Kepley  and 
Adam  Gray. 

The  remaining  members  were  all  freshmen.  These  individuals  included

The  2009-2010  men’s  basketball  team  had  its  best  season  in  reeent  memory 
with  18-9  overall  and  10-6  in  conference.  The  leading  scorer  for  the  team  and 
the  IIAC  was  Junior  Guard  Taylor  Blum  who  averaged  2 1 .3  points  per  game.

Jeremy  Weaks  was  a starter  for  all  27  games 
during  his  senior  season  leading  the  team  in  blocked  shots  and  averaging  10 
points  and  five  rebounds  on  the  year.  Sophomore  David  Kushner  also  started 
regularly  for  the  Spartans  and  led  the  team  in  steals  and  averaged  just  over  five 
points  and  four  rebounds  on  the  year.  Sophomore  Guard  Mark  Wilson  was  the 
team’s  fifth  starter.  Junior  Guard  Matt  Poirier  averaged  more  than  21  minutes 
per  game  off  the  bench  for  the  Spartans  and  averaged  seven  points  and  five 
rebounds  on  the  year.  Sophomore  Guard  Lee  Piccineli  also  played  a key  reserve 
role  during  the  year  averaging  five  points  and  17  minutes  off  the  bench. 

The  team  made  the  IIAC  Tournament  as  the  #4th  seed  and  won  their  first 
tournament  game  in  a thrilling  game  against  Cornell  College  with  a score  of  58- 
57.  The  game-winning  shot  was  a 3-pointer  by  Taylor  Blum  with  :04  seconds 
left  on  the  clock.  The  Spartans  season  ended  after  losing  to  the  #1  seed  Central 
by  the  score  of  81-66.  The  team  is  losing  four  seniors  (Bellaire,  Weaks,  Marcus 
Watson  and  Austin  Gorsh)  but  only  two  starters.  The  2010-201 1 season  looks  to 
be  promising  for  the  Spartans  with  returning  starters  Taylor  Blum,  Mark  Wilson 
and  David  Kushner  and  a competitive  incoming  class  in  2010.

The  University  of  Dubuque  baseball  team  finished  their  2010  season  strong  by 
taking  back-to-back  three  game  series  in  the  Iowa  Conference.  The  Spartans  won 
the  rival  match-up  against  the  Loras  College  Duhawks  by  taking  the  nine  inning 
contest  7-3  and  winning  the  opening  game  of  the  seven  doubleheader  11-8  before 
losing  the  nightcap  8-14. 

On  senior  weekend  against  the  Simpson  College  Storm,  rain  would  delay  the 
nine  inning  contest,  but  the  Spartans  captured  game  one  of  the  seven  inning 
doubleheader  by  a score  of  6-2.  The  Storm  rallied  back  to  take  game  two  by  a 
score  of  10-2.  On  the  final  game  of  the  year,  the  Spartans  finished  with  15  hits  en 
route  to  an  exciting  10-9  win  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth  on  a walk-off  single  by 
freshman  Andrew  Danna  to  finish  the  season  1 1-28  overall  and  5-19  in  IIAC  play. 

Danna  led  the  Spartans  offense  hitting  .385,  20  doubles,  six  triples,  and  four 
home  runs,  30  RBI's,  a slugging  percentage  of  .682,  and  an  on-base  percentage  of 
.436.  He  shares  the  IIAC  single  season  doubles  record  with  13.  He  set  new  UD 
records  for  Most  at  bats  in  a season  ( 148),  Most  doubles  in  a season  (20),  and 
Most  triples  in  a season  (6).  He  broke  the  following  freshman  records  at  UD  as 
well:  Most  at  bats  in  a season  (148),  Most  hits  in  a season  (57),  Most  runs  scored 
in  a season  (38),  Most  doubles  in  a season  (20),  and  Most  triples  in  a season  (6). 

Assisting  the  Spartans  in  setting  a new  team  record  for  most  runs  scored  in  a 
season  (222)  were:  junior  Todd  Whited  who  finished  batting  .312,  20  RBI's  and 
1 1 doubles;  freshman  Brock  Grubbs  .306  with  15  RBI's  and  three  home  runs; 
senior  Alex  Larson  22  RBI's,  nine  doubles  and  a home  run;  freshman  Nathan 
Lucas  who  finished  with  24  hits  in  24  games  and  16  RBI's.  Nicholas  Martin 
finished  with  23  RBI's  and  hit  .500  with  bases  loaded  and  .400  with  runners  on 
base. 

The  Spartans  were  led  on  the  mound  by  underclassmen,  sophomore  Mark 
Hennessy  who  led  with  a 5.52  ERA  in  44  innings  pitched  and  21  strikeouts; 
freshman  Landon  Klosterman  5.98  ERA  in  43.2  innings  thrown  with  23 
strikeouts;  transfer  junior  Kalen  Mace  7.32  ERA  in  67.2  innings  pitched  with  56 
strikeouts  and  37  walks.  Mace  set  a school  record  for  first  year  transfer  pitchers 
with  five  wins.  Defensively  the  Spartans  broke  a school  record  by  turning  34 
double  plays  in  2010.  UD  was  led  by  Danna  who  turned  26,  Martin  had  22  and 
Nathan  Lucas  finished  with  19.  UD  threw  out  19  runners  attempting  to  steal  a 
base.

The  Iowa  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  (II AC)  announced  today  its  All- 
Conference  Teams  and  major  awards  for  the  2010  softball  season.  University  of 
Dubuque's  freshman  Shawna  Dole  was  the  lone  honoree  for  the  Spartans  being  named 
Honorable  Mention  All-Iowa  Conference.  She  led  the  Spartans  with  four  homeruns  in 
2010. 

Junior  Christina  Chamberlain  led  the  offensive  effort  for  the  Spartans  by  hitting  .356. 
19  RBI's,  nine  doubles,  one  homerun,  slugging  .489  and  fielding  with  a .978  mark. 
Chamberlain  made  just  five  errors  in  227  chances  and  turned  a team  leading  five  double 
plays.  Newcomer  Susan  Danielewski  led  UD  in  slugging  percentage  with  .520  after 
hitting  .343  with  16  RBI's,  10  doubles,  two  homeruns  and  a triple.  Danielewski  was 
perfect  in  ba.se  stealing,  stealing  seven  of  seven  attempts.  Senior  Lynn  Nehl  hit  .31 1 with 
16  RBI's,  four  homeruns  and  three  doubles.  Kelli  Berkley  hit  .667  with  bases  loaded  and 
.500  with  runners  on  third  with  two  outs.  Freshman  Katie  McMahon  finished  hitting 
.301  with  five  RBI's  and  four  doubles. 

Leading  the  pitching  staff  for  UD  was  Kristin  Valant,  she  finished  with  a 1.93  ERA 
and  collecting  7-10  victories  for  the  Spartans.  She  struck  out  51  batters  while  walking 
just  1 1 after  throwing  94.1  innings.  She  appeared  in  18  games  and  threw  10  complete 
games  including  three  shutouts.  Senior  Amanda  Evans  appeared  in  15  games  and  struck 
out  25  batters  in  59.2  innings. 

When  talking  about  the  team  Coach  Parr  said,  “There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this 
is  the  most  talented  team  I've  had  in  my  four  years,  but  we  have  to  be  able  to  be  that 
team  day-in-and-day-out.”  The  Spartans  were  one  of  the  youngest  teams  in  the  IIAC  in 
2010.  The  Conference  had  four  teams  ranked  throughout  the  year;  Simpson,  Central, 
Luther  and  Coe.  With  another  year  of  experience  the  team  looks  to  improve  greatly  and 
looks  to  compete  with  the  conference  powers  already  in  place.

The  Last  Lecture 


“It's  all  coming  together,”  Dr.  Jacqueline 
Wilcox,  Chair  of  the  Education  Department, 
replied  when  asked  about  her  retirement  at  the 
end  of  this  school  year  after  dedicating  nearly 
five  decades  of  her  life  to  education.  Wilcox 
came  to  the  University  of  Dubuque  in  the  Fall  of 
1999.  She  knew  that  she  had  found  a home  three 
weeks  into  the  school  year  when  she  had  her 
gallbladder  removed,  and  several  students  came 
to  sit  with  her  at  the  hospital  because  they  knew 
she  was  alone. 

Over  the  last  decade,  Wilcox  has  spent 
countless  hours  preparing  UD’s  pre-service 
teachers  to  go  out  into  the  world  as  highly 
qualified  and  highly  effective  members  of  the 
profession  and  community  they  serve.  She  has 
been  a force  to  reckon  with  as  each  education 
student  inches  towards  the  Education 
Department’s  gatekeeper  to  student  teaching: 
portfolios.  Wilcox  leads  the  portfolio  class  each 
semester  to  ensure  students  are  meeting  standards 
set  by  the  school  and  state. 

Before  coming  to  UD,  Wilcox  taught  on  the 
Minot  Air  Force  Base  during  the  Vietnam  War, 
subbed  in  California,  taught  in  Appalachia,  and 
then  went  back  to  North  Dakota,  where  she 
taught  for  five  years.  After  a brief  hiatus  to  be  a 
mother  to  her  two  children,  she  returned  to 
teaching  at  the  Standing  Rock  Sioux  Reservation 
for  1 1 years.  After  six  years  as  Director  for  a 
project  on  disability  research,  DREAMS 
(Disability  Research  Encompassing  Native 
Americans  in  Math  and  Science),  Wilcox 
accepted  a position  as  a professor  in  the 
Education  Department  at  UD. 

In  1991  Wilcox  received  the  National 
Elementary  Science  Teacher  Award,  and  in  1992 
she  was  awarded  the  Milken  Family  Award  for 
Teaching  Excellence. 

Though  Wilcox  looks  back  on  her  career  with 
fondness,  she  has  mixed  feelings  about  retiring. 
She  is  looking  forward  to  traveling  and  exploring 
the  world,  “but,”  she  said,  “there  is  always  some 
good  to  do.  There  are  always  kids  that  need  help. 

I know  there  is  something  else  out  there  for  me, 
and  Em  looking  for  the  next  challenge.”  Good 
luck.  Dr.  Wilcox.  You  will  be  missed.
